U ally for the Hilary Term last Thurs- 
day, when lectures im all faculties ex- 
cept that of Law began. The Law Term is 
scheduled to open to-day, and University law 
lectures will commence later in the week. 
Owing partially, no doubt, to the term open- 
ing so early in the month and also the 
lethargy which is so characteristic of the be- 
ginning of every year, no society held a 
meeting last week except the Literary and 
Historical Society, which debated the motion 
last Saturday evening in the Aula Maxima 
that ‘‘England still holds Ireland by force 
and fraud.’’ On the following week the 
Auditor of the Society, Mr. D. Bell, B.A., 
and Mr. J. B. D. O’Toole will represent the 
College’ at the Irish Inter-University debate 
to take place in University College, Cork, the 
motion being that “- Ireland should stand by 
the League Covenant both. in letter and 
in spirit.” On the ‘th of February this 
Society will entertain two delegates from the 
British National Union of Students to a de- 
bate with representatives of the Society, at 
which former Auditors will be invited to 
speak. On the 16th -f March an inter-Uni- 
versity debate will take place with some 
British Universities, at which over seven 
English, Welsh and Scottish Universities 
have signified a desire to be represented. _ 
On the following evening these delegates will 


in celebration of its silver jubilee year as 
a college institution. A rag celebration, to 
which are invited all those who helped to 
make it a success, will take place on Wednes- 
day evening in the Council Chamber, Earls- 
fort terrace. This charity rag, which was 
generally agreed to have been the most 
ambitious yet attempted, and SF the 
midnight matinée at the Theatre Royal, the 
sale of the rag paper, “The National 
Rooster,” and general subscriptions, made 
over £600 to be distributed by the College 
St. Vincent de Paul Society.

Mr. Eliet, who was 
educated at the Sorbonne, Harvard, and 
Merton College, Oxford, is one of the best 
known poets and critics.in England to-day. 
His latest critical work, “ After Strange 
Gods,” has provoked widespread comment 
among those interested in certain modes of 
expression in modern English literature. I 
understand that the College Dramatic 
Society are to make an effort to produce 
his play, '“ Murder in the Cathedral,’’ during 
the period of his visit here.
